4.7M undocumented 
immigrants will remain in 
U.S. temporarily without 
fear of deportation

President Obama imposed the most sweep- 
ing immigration reform in a generation on 
Thursday, easing the threat of deportation for 
about 4.7 million undocumented immigrants 
and setting up a clash with Republicans. 

In a White House speech, Obama rejected 
Republican critics who say his decision to 
bypass Congress and take executive action is 
tantamount to amnesty for illegal immigrants 
and urged them to pass comprehensive immi- 
gration reform legislation that the Republi- 
can-controlled House of Representatives has 
blocked. 

“Today, our immigration system is broken, 
and everybody knows it,” Obama said. “It’s 
been this way for decades. And for decades 
we haven’t done much about it.” 

Republicans pounced quickly, charging 


Obama had overstepped his constitutional 
power a year after declaring he did not have 
the authority to act on his own. 

In a video released before Obama’s tele- 
vised speech, House Speaker John Boehner 
said: “The president has said before that ‘he’s 
not king’ and he’s ‘not an emperor,’ but he 
sure is acting like one.” 

With 11 million undocumented immigrants 
in the United States, Obama’s plan would let 
some 4.4 million who are parents of US. citi- 
zens and legal permanent residents remain in 
the United States temporarily, without the 
threat of deportation. 

Those undocumented residents could ap- 
ply legally for jobs and join American society, 
but not vote or qualify for insurance under 
the president’s signature health care law. The 
measure would apply to those who have been 
in the United States for at least five years. 

An additional 270,000 people would be eli- 
gible for relief under the expansion of a 2012 
move by Obama to stop deporting people 
brought illegally to the United States as chil- 
dren by their parents. 


Pal 
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Obama said in his speech that the real am- 
nesty would be “leaving this broken system 
the way it is.” Trying to deport all 11 million 
people living in the country illegally was not 
realistic, he added. 

“What I’m describing is accountability, a 
common-sense, middle-ground approach,” he 
said. “If you meet the criteria, you can come 
out of the shadows and get right with the law. 
If you're a criminal, you'll be deported.” 

Drawing a line of defense against expected 
Republican challenges, Obama argued his 
actions were not only lawful but the kinds 
of steps taken by presidents for the past half 
century, both Republican and Democratic. 

“And to those members of Congress who 
question my authority to make our immigra- 
tion system work better, or question the wis- 
dom of me acting where Congress has failed, I 
have one answer: Pass a bill,” he said. 

With Republicans warning that Obama 
will poison the well toward future coopera- 
tion on other issues, the president told his 
opponents: “Don’t let a disagreement over a 
single issue be a dealbreaker on every issue.”

“Americans are tired of gridlock,” he said. 

Senior administration officials said Obama 
would shift law enforcement resources from 
the interior of the country to the US. border 
and that recent border crossers would be sent 
back. Deportation efforts would focus largely 
on gang members and violent criminals, in- 
stead of families. 

Administration officials described Obama’s 
actions as the biggest shift in immigration 
policy since 1986 changes by President Ron- 
ald Reagan.

“My crystal ball is cloudy,” said state 
Rep.

equels can be tricky business. But 

on their second album as Run the 

Jewels (simply titled “Run the 

Jewels 2”), Brooklyn rapper/pro- 
ducer EI-P and Atlanta MC Killer Mike up 
the ante on their comparatively fun-loving 
debut, crafting highly combustible cuts that 
alternate between righteous anger and chest- 
thumping braggadocio. 

“The first record was perfect for us to get 
in the door because we really didn’t have any 
definition of what this project was going to 
be,” said EI-P, born Jaime Meline 39 years 
ago, who joined Killer Mike (aka Michael 
Render, also 39) for a late October phone 
interview. “But we started looking at groups 
like Outkast and UGK and [A] Tribe Called 
Quest and De La Soul, where you listen to 
the second record and say, “They’re going 
somewhere.’ We knew going in we had to 
step it up to that next level.” 


l admire your ability to make a new friend 
in your late 30s. That’s not an easy thing to 
do. Was there a particular point you real- 
ized a friendship was developing rather 
than a more straightforward musical 
collaboration? 

EI-P: Honestly, Mike and | probably became 
friends within an hour of hanging with each 
other. We went up into the lounge of the stu- 
dio and | had a cigarette and we kicked it for 
45 minutes and just talked [bleep], and | was 
like, “I like this mother[bleeper].” | think me 
liking him is what led me to doing the record 
[Killer Mike’s “R.A.P. Music,” released in 2012 
and produced by EI-P]. | was trying to do my 
own record, and | wasn’t thinking | was going 
to be working with anyone else. But | felt like | 
knew Mike, and when we got to talking it was 
like, “Damn, we’re both the same age. We have 
a lot of the same influences. And we have 

a similar experience in our careers and our 
lives.” Looking back on it now, | feel like it was 
meant to be. 


As close as you’ve become, has a sense of 
sibling rivalry developed between the two 
of you? Do you feel any pressure to top one 
another? 

EI-P: Not really. 

Killer Mike: The thing is you’re not trying to 
be better than your brother; you're really try- 
ing to impress your brother. You’re competing 
to make one another laugh or to be impressed 
versus trying to be better. It’s probably been 
the healthiest thing for my rap career, period. 
El and | are very competitive, and we want to 
improve upon whatever we did last. Looking 
directly at someone who drives you and moti- 
vates you to go the extra yard is priceless. 


Was it strange going into recording know- 
ing you had an audience and some sense of 
expectation this time around? 

EI-P: It was different, and we knew it. We took 
it very seriously, like, “Yo, we’ve got to knock 
this [bleep] out of the park.” We knew we had 
a chance to create a legacy, and there was an 
opportunity here to really make a statement.

So, yes, there was more pressure. But the 
pressure came from within; we wanted to top 
ourselves. 


There’s definitely a darker tone. It’s “The 
Empire Strikes Back” of sequels. 

EI-P: Exactly! It’s “The Godfather 

[Part] II.” It’s “The Empire 

Strikes Back.” It’s more pow- 

erful. | think when you [fin- 

ish listening to] this record 

you’ve been through some 

[bleep]. 


Obviously you recorded 

tracks like “Early” pre- 

Ferguson, but they sound 

particularly prescient to lis- 

ten to now. Mike, you’ve been 

out front speaking about Ferguson 

and police brutality. How frustrating is it to 
see these events play out again and again 
year after year? 

KM: Frustrating is probably the least of the 
words I'd use. It’s terrifying, honestly. It’s ter- 
rifying that the same fear my father grew up 
with—and he was a police officer—is the same 
fear I’ve grown with and the same fear my 
sons are growing up with. No group deserves 


to feel like the people meant to protect them... 


will potentially take their life. 


I spoke with Mavis Staples about Ferguson 
recently, and she said, “As long as I’m here 


I’m going to be fighting; my work isn’t done 
yet.” And she’s 75, which points to how long 
this has been an issue. 
KM: Exactly. 
EI-P: And that’s sad. She shouldn't have to do 
that anymore. We should have gotten 
past this, straight up. Just as humans 
we should have gotten past this 
already. This is not a reflection of 
who we're supposed to be. This 
is a negative, dark cloud that’s 
haunted us, and continues to 
haunt us. It’s terrifying and 
sad, and more than anything 
it’s not our destiny. Our destiny 
is to step away from this ... and 
move into another phase. The 
world has made strides, yes, but to 
see the bubbling darkness come up... 
| don’t know. | see a lot of people confront- 
ing it for the first time, but people like Mike 
have had no choice but to confront it. There’s 
a large segment of the population where this 
ain’t news. This is life. 


Do you feel like music can play a role in 
bringing about change? 

KM: | think music has played a role. I’m politi- 
cally conscious because of Public Enemy and 
N.W.A. and [A] Tribe [Called Quest] and De La 
[Soul] and Outkast and Goodie Mob and the 
entire era of music in which | grew up in. I’m 
more of a social analyst because of records 
like [Ice Cube’s] “Color Blind” and “Black 


Korea,” and [Public Enemy’s] “Black Steel in 
the Hour of Chaos.” | am a better person and 
thinker because KRS-One did “Questions and 
Answers.” Absolutely music has a role to play. 
There will always be an opportunity to edu- 
tain: to entertain while dropping some chins 
on an audience. 

EI-P: Music can feel empowering, or it can 
give a natural emotional voice to something 
people can’t express. This is why it’s beautiful. 
You don’t have to say something directly to af- 
fect someone. You can make a piece of music 
without words that can capture a feeling of 
tragedy or struggle or anger or triumph. It’s 
the translation of the human experience into 
another form. Everyone knows music can be 
a weapon as well. When they torture people 
and put them into sleep-deprivation routines 
and they’re blasting heavy metal at them, this 
is not a fluke. These are people using it for 
darkness, and | believe it’s a fact we can use it 
for light. 


In regards to music being used for dark- 
ness: Has Taylor Swift’s “Welcome to New 
York” chased you from the city yet, El? 

EI-P: No, but I’m not exactly excited about the 
New York gentrification theme. [Laughs.] 

KM: | will say this: She’s played her hand well. 
She’s donating all the proceeds from [sales of 
the single] to public schools in New York. As a 
Southerner | have no official opinion, but | was

This is a shy, lonely man, 
depicted with the best dramatic work of 
Tatum’s career. You didn’t know he could be 
this good. 

Set in the late ’80s and directed by auto- 
matic-Oscar-nomination generator Bennett 
Miller “Capote,” “Moneyball”), “Foxcatcher” 
is based on the true story of Schultz’s rela- 
tionship with John du Pont (Steve Carell). 
(Note: The real-life events happened in the 
mid-’90s; weird to make that change.) The 
heir to the fortune of world’s largest chemical 
company offers to bring the wrestler onto 
Team Foxcatcher—named after his family’s 
farm—and it’s no surprise that the 27-year- 
old Olympian agrees. Though the estate’s 
main house and horses are off limits, Schultz 
gets his own chalet, plus a surrogate father 
and a chance to separate himself from his 
brother Dave (a great Mark Ruffalo), also an 
Olympic champion wrestler. 

What develops has an odd duality— mys-

terious yet thin, obvious but complex. Scenes 
of real depth are mixed with those in which 
everything is simple and spelled out. Du 
Pont clearly wants the love and support of 
his mother (Vanessa Redgrave). He blatantly 
manipulates Schultz, who tells his mentor he 
mostly was raised by his brother and shows 
gratitude, not resentment, even though du 
Pont makes his protege uneasy from the 
start. But much also is left to speculation 

in ways that feel not like subtlety but loose 
ends. To name just two: Why don’t the other 
wrestlers on the team, largely ignored by du 
Pont in favor of the Schultz brothers, seem 
to care? And why does du Pont re-create a 
scenario that traumatized him as a child? 

Yet the performances create an eerie, 
withdrawn rhythm that fits the narrative. 
Through Tatum, Schultz always seems to 
be looking down and leaning forward, like 
he’s ambitious without an anchor. Du Pont’s 
posture is upward and back, like something is 
yanking him in the wrong direction and he’s 
doing his creepy best to fight the current— 
though Carell, too strange and mannered 
behind that prosthetic nose, never makes the 
man feel like a real person. 

Fortunately, Miller establishes a sustained 
confidence not offered in his previous, over- 
rated films. Toeing the line between respect 
and pity, “Foxcatcher” is a tragedy of money 
and family, engrossing and toxic as a $100 bill 
on astring.

Gets lost along the way 


FAST PAISED Food and fun are 
scarce in “The

Tommy Lee Jones lends some urgency and 
sense of place to the story. The people on 
screen actually seem to be suffering. This 
matters. 

What also matters is a movie having a path 
to follow, and “The Homesman” only sort of 
does. Literally, of course, it has a very exact 
distance to travel: Taking the place of an 
unreliable man (William Fichtner), Mary Bee 
Cuddy (Hilary Swank) becomes entrusted 
to bring three women who “have lost their 
minds” from the Nebraska territory to Iowa. 
It’s a big job for one woman, what with the 
wagon and horses and all. Fortunately she 
comes upon George Briggs (Jones), who’s on 
a horse with a noose around his neck, tied 
to a tree. Obviously, this guy isn’t in the best 
bargaining position. 

So in exchange for saving his life, George 
agrees to help out, accompanying Mary on 
ajourney filled with intrigue and romance. 
Wait, no. It’s a trek comprising stolen horses 
and rather unpleasant behavior from some of 
the women, all of whom have experienced a

variety of poorly explored hardship. Tragi- 
cally, Mary really has nothing better to do. 
Repeatedly diagnosed as “plain” — actually, 
George calls her “plain as an old tin pail” — 
Mary suffers the indignity of being a single 
woman in the mid-19th century, and her 
numerous marriage proposals made during 
the film are as desperate as they are affecting, 
thanks to Swank. 

Still, Jones’ second directorial effort 
(following the also-OK 2005 “The Three 
Burials of Melquiades Estrada”), adapting 
Glendon Swarthout’s 1988 novel, has a better 
sense of scenery than story. He introduces 
certain characters too early, and attempts at 
background on the main ones are well-acted 
but transparently written. A late scene tries 
to make a point but doesn’t convince. Meryl 
Streep and Hailee Steinfeld pop up in small 
roles that don’t require actresses of their 
caliber. And unlike Kelly Reichardt’s “Meek’s 
Cutoff,” “The Homesman” doesn’t really 
deepen as it goes. 

It gets by best on Swank’s subtle yet 
undeniable loneliness and, at least until the 
movie goes soft, Jones’ dependable saltiness. 
Few will be surprised this guy’s lone request 
includes bullets and whiskey.

shows a clip from the Monica Lewinsky era. 
“If one of my heroes, Bill Clinton, thinks that 
what he did wasn’t sex,” Roberts says, “then 
young kids today probably don’t have a clue.” 

I’m sorry, but what the hell does that mean? 
What does Clinton’s spin on his scandal nearly 
20 years ago have to do with today’s youth and 
the ways Internet culture has affected the sell- 
ing of sex? With the filmmaker’s third movie in 
seven years, he continues to demonstrate good 
intentions but virtually nonexistent abilities, 
tackling an important but hardly new issue in 
irresponsible fashion. For example: 

» He focuses on child beauty pageants as 
if no one has ever considered they might be 
damaging. 

» He carelessly compares the backstage area 
of a pageant to a slaughterhouse, as if being 
judged is equal to being killed. 

» He acts as if it’s news that idealized images 
on magazine covers impact young people’s 
self-esteem. 

» He doesn’t question teens who suggest 
modern music objectifies women and makes 
them want to party or have sex, as if this only 
applies to songs released in the past few years. 

» He includes a note about how porn now 
rarely has a story at all, as if that’s why people 
were watching in the first place. 

» He asks young girls leading questions like, 
“Do you feel like you’re in any way objectify-

ing yourself?” and “What’s your position on 
disease?” the latter of which actually gets a 
disturbing answer from an 18-year-old aspiring 
model who doesn’t take the concept of STDs 
seriously at all. 

Roberts fosters a sex-negative approach 
in which underage intercourse is destructive 
and porn leads to addiction. He doesn’t talk 
to leading sex advice columnist Dan Savage or 
editors at Cosmopolitan, which he notes put 
younger stars on the cover to attract younger 
readers. He doesn’t analyze the economic and 
cultural elements that influence teen pregnan- 
cy, and doesn’t suggest that self-esteem should 
come from within. He does cite a psychologist 
who broadly compares marketers to pedo- 
philes and includes, without citation, stats like 
“t out of 15 male college students report being 
arapist during the preceding year” and that 
fraternity brothers are 300 times more likely 
to be rapists. 

America absolutely has a complex problem 
with sex, the objectification of women, rape 
culture, entertainment industry attitudes and 
much more. This has been true for a long time. 
While it’s moving to see Cali Linstrom, one of 
Roberts’ interns, take Abercrombie and Fitch’s 
CEO to task for a repulsive comment about 
only selling to cool, popular, thin, attractive 
kids, that statement was made in 2006. Ironi- 
cally, that young woman’s mini-documentary 
about bullying is concise, focused and useful, 
all things Roberts’ work is not.

Numbers can be mis- 
leading, but not in the 
case of the Florida 
tomato pickers docu- 
mented in the star- 
tling “Food Chains.” 
They work long days, 
full-time. They lift 
about 4,000 pounds of tomatoes per day. For 
this, their daily earnings are about $40. 

The issue at hand in director/co-writer 
Sanjay Rawal’s extremely well-organized film 
is one of both human rights and corporate 
greed, two concepts that aren’t exactly likely 
to hold hands and be friends. It’s not the 
fault of farmers that production costs have 
increased but prices haven't; they certainly 
can’t pay folks who pick crops any more. Bil- 
lion-dollar supermarket chains such as Publix 
(who make more than Apple and Microsoft) 
dominate the marketplace but, as Rawal 
documents, don’t seem to care that some of 
their suppliers aren’t treated anywhere near 
as well as the customers. And that’s not just 
true in the financial department— sexual 
harassment among farm workers occurs 
more than three times more frequently than 
the national average, but this goes largely 
unmonitored as corporations take advantage 
of often-undocumented workers unlikely to 
file a complaint. 

At the heart of “Food Chains” (which is 
narrated by Forest Whitaker and briefly 
features executive producer Eva Longoria)

is a March 2012 event in which farm workers 
in Immokalee, Fla., go on a six-day hunger 
strike in hopes of getting a meeting with a 
Publix bigwig. Rawal also smoothly incorpo- 
rates other incidents, whether it’s underpaid 
workers in Napa Valley, Bangladeshi gar- 
ment workers or Chinese migrants in the 
UK., among many others who have traveled 
from poor countries to rich ones and been 
exploited. Martin Luther King Jr. and Robert 
Kennedy spoke out on this. Cesar Chavez 
made his name here. It’s not a new problem. 

And yet history repeats itself unless people 
speak up and hold companies accountable, 
which “Food Chains” captures in specific 
detail. The film could get to know some of its 
subjects better to really illuminate the effects 
of living below the poverty line despite work- 
ing practically nonstop. Any documentary 
in which money plays a large role deals with 
the challenge of proposing solutions—do 
we expect big companies who never cared to 
suddenly grow a conscience? 

The film remains an educational and 
upsetting 81 minutes. No one wants to be 
meaningless to an employer. And no one 
doing honest work should be ignored when 
simply stating, “We are demanding a digni- 
fied life for ourselves.”

The Three Aces team 
grows up with second 
restaurant Charlatan

FOR REDEYE 

Three Aces in Little Italy is a rare combina- 
tion. It’s a spot where you can play pool, toss 
back shots and then sop up the regret with 
fluffy ricotta gnocchi or golden fries drenched 
in killer bolognese sauce, all while listening 

to a blazing soundtrack of the Rolling Stones 
and The Clash. Owners Anthony Potenzo and 
Lyle Aker and their chef/partner Matt Troost 
created the place they wanted to drink and 
eat at, and it’s a true punk rock restaurant 

in an era of punk rock fakers. When the trio 
launched a second venture, Charlatan, in the 
old West Town Tavern space, I couldn’t wait 
to get my eat on. 


The scene: Whereas Three Aces is a gritty 
rock’r’ roll bar with great food, Charlatan is 

a grown-up neighborhood restaurant with a 
modern hunting lodge look. Instead of Three 
Aces’ darkness, Charlatan has a soft, romantic 
glow cast from a solar system of globe lights 
and a backlit half moon-shaped mirror behind 
the bar. “Charlatan is representative of who 
we are now. It’s a little more grown-up,” Aker 
said. “Three Aces is the place you go ona 

first date, to drink some beer and shoot some 
pool. Charlatan is more like for the third or 
fourth date where you can seal the deal.” 


Likes: To answer the question, pasta is 
what’s happening. Moist meatballs the size 
of a tennis ball are swaddled in a nest of al 
dente spaghettini (angel hair pasta’s plumper 
cousin; $8 half, $14 full portion) glazed with 
ared gravy bursting with fiery chili flakes, 
basil leaves and creamy bits of ricotta. The 
rich, comforting red sauce transported me 
to anonna dreamland of plastic-covered 
sofas and frilly lamps. As good as it is, the 
best spaghettini on the menu is the one 
tossed with fried pumpkin chips, crumbles 
of stinky blue cheese and a kale and walnut 
pesto ($8 half, $14 full portion). The pump- 
kin was meaty and dry like a great jerky. 
The funky, sharp flavor of the blue cheese 
harmonized with the sweet and herbaceous 
notes of kale and walnut pesto that coated 
the noodles. Should my cardiologist place 


me on a vegetarian diet, this is the kind of 
dish that gives me hope for survival. 


Gripes: Some of my other choices 

didn’t fare as well. In a skate 

wing dish ($22), two pieces 

of the fish were bone dry, 

one was soggy and another 

was moist and tasty. Pickled 

grapes and capers added 

sweet-and-sour tang and water- 

cress offered a peppery bite, but 

soggy milk-braised fennel didn’t bring 
anything to the party. Slagel Farms beef car- 
paccio ($9) featured the unique condiment 
of “duck bottarga,” a smoked and salt-cured 
duck egg shaved over the meat, but the 
other garnishes—a few wisps of parmesan 
and smattering of fingerling potato chips — 
didn’t deliver nearly enough seasoning for 
the plate.

The drinks: One of my favorite beers in the 
world is Allagash White ale, and so I was 
looking forward to the Dr. Feelgood cock- 
tail ($10), a mix of Allagash White, 
applejack, cardamaro (an herbal 
Italian digestif) and balsamic 
vinegar. Unfortunately, the things 
I love about that beer—the spicy 
coriander and orange notes— 
were drowned with bitterness. 
I just started watching “The So- 
pranos” (I know) and was thankfully 
drawn to the much more satisfying Pinky 
Ring (every good mafia don wears one, $10), 
a mix of gin and Escorial (a German herb- 
infused liqueur) with refreshing lemon and 
spearmint notes. 


The service: My date and I shared a lot of 
dishes, so it was awesome that food runners 
diligently took our plates and silverware 


« il 


with each course. But they didn’t always 
replace them, and staring at your just-deliv- 
ered food without anything to eat it with is 
pure torture. My server also spent a lot of 
time hanging with the bartender and other 
servers near the corner of the front bar, leav- 
ing us with empty glasses. I was dying for 

a glass of sangiovese as I ate the meatballs 
and red sauce, but couldn’t manage to track 
down my guy. 


Bottom line: There’s no question that 
Charlatan is a neighborhood gem serving 
incredible pastas, but the service (and a few 
other dishes) need a little more tweaking if 
it is to become a destination like sibling spot 
Three Aces.

A broken record that skips—but listen anyway 


Time to add “author” 
to J.Lo’s long and 
winding resume. 

The singer/dancer/ 
actress ventures into 
book territory with 
“True Love,” a mem- 
oir that focuses on the 
recent stages of Jen- 
nifer Lopez’s life and 
career: from “Ameri- 
can Idol” to divorcing 
Marc Anthony to her 
first world tour. 

2012’s Dance Again World Tour structures 
her story, which could be seen as a glorified 
behind-the-scenes feature. While this format 
works well organizationally, it’s also very limit- 
ing. About 90 percent of the text deals only 
with events in the post-Anthony era. (The 


text is scant, too. Of the 137 photos scattered 
throughout the 275-page book, 70 of them 
take up a full page each.) 

It assumes the reader is well-acquainted with 
Lopez’s Hollywood career and pre-Anthony 
relationships. Just because she’s been a tabloid 
mainstay ever since she wore that dress to 
the 2000 Grammys doesn’t mean a refresher 
course on the P. Diddy days is unnecessary. 
Thanks to the social media age, we're already 
intimately acquainted with more recent events. 

Lopez never goes into the nitty gritty of 
what went down with her third marriage —she 
alludes to emotional and verbal abuse in past 
relationships, never pointing specifically at 
Anthony—and instead relies on the age-old 
narrative of waking up one day and realizing 
she’s unhappy. More insightful is how her 
work on reality TV with “Idol” helped her 
rediscover her sense of self and empowered 


bragging, but you can’t deny these stats. Ep.

her to act on this realization. 

The main message of the book is that dur- 
ing her divorce, she learned to love herself, the 
“true love” referenced in the title. As self- 
centered as this sounds, she sells it more as 
respect of one’s self—“Self Respect,” after all, 
is a far less sexy title. 

However, there are not many real-life, 
concrete examples one can show of this self 
love/respect actually happening, so we just 
have to take her word for it. Like a broken re- 
cord, she repeats her “love yourself” mantra 
again and again throughout the book, which 
devolves at certain points into a one-sided 
life-coaching session. 

Her strongest suit is showing the human 
side of the celebrity tabloid fodder we all 
eat up. She doesn’t pretend to ignore the 
headlines — the media scrutiny is one of the 
first things she braces for when she decides

on divorce—but she does paint a sympathetic 
picture of life in the spotlight and the expecta- 
tions that comes with her brand of celebrity, 
or “life imitating art, imitating life,” as she 
writes. J.Lo the brand is brought back down 
Earth as a mother, and as a woman who hasn’t 
quite gotten love right but keeps on trying. 

So try to walk away without hearing the 
deeper meaning in her 2012 anthem “Dance 
Again.” This book is about her wanting “to 
dance, and love, and dance again,” and doing 
just that. And she still has a lot of real estate 
left to cover if in the future she wants to write, 
and sell, and write again.
